INQUEST ON SERGT. 
J. J. POST. ~ 


STATEMENTS REGARDING 
AMBULANCE DELAY. 


An inquest-on Lance Sergeant 
J. J. Post, who died as the result 
of a motor-cycle mishap in Lower 
Albert Road on Christmas Day, 
was.held by Mr. Lindsoll at the 
Central Magistracy, on Wednesduy 
afternoon. : 

Dr. I. Newton stated that the 
dccenscd was admitted into the 
Govornment Civil Hospital in a 
deeply unconscieus condition, ‘but 
became sémli-consclous the follow- 
ing day. Ho muttered to himself 
but was entirely incoherent. 

A post mortem examination on 
December 28, disclosed a fractyre 
at the base of the skull and con- 
siderablo larceration of tho brain. 
There was also an abrasjon on the 
left knee cap. oe 

. No Ambulance. 

“Mr. J. Harrop stated that'at:2.45 
p.m, on Christmas Day, he * 
proceeding up ice House Strect, 
approaching the top of the slope, 
when he suw a crowd of Chincsc 
grouped around a European in 
mufti. A great qtnantity of con- 
gealed blood was on the roadway. 
He was informed by one of the 
crowd that an. ambulance had 
been sent for, but was not avail- 
able. i 

Witness sent his car on to the 
Central Police Station to make aw 
report later following the car him- 
bell, On the way*he met a car 
going eastwards In tho direction 
of the scene of the accident. He 
called to a policeman whom he 
saw in the car that, if he knew 
anything about first-aid, his ser- 
vices were required round the 
corner. The man apparently 
understood him, but when witness 


returned to the ercene no police- 
man or car wan there. Nor did he 
find any ambulance. After wait- 
ing four or five minutes, and re- 
cognizing the urgency of the case, 
witness said he had the injured 
man conveyed in his car to the 
Government Civil Hospital. fic 
then went to the Central Police 
Station where he reported the ac- 
cident. 

Mr. Lindsell: Aaa Coroner, 1 
have to state my opinion, that your 
action in this case has been very 
praiseworthy. . 

Sergt.. A. Kinnair said he was 
in his quarters at the Central 
Police Station, when, at 2.45 p.m., 
he was sent for by Sub-Inspector 
McWalter on chargeroom duty. 
On the latter's instructions he 
went on foot to Lower Albert 
Road, accompanied by a Chinese 
detective. 

At a spot 80 yards east of the 

top of Ice House St. he found a 
motor-cycle aalo, No. 1132. It was 
lying on its right side on the outer 
side of the rond, with the front 
wheel across the gutter. He jenrn- 
ed that the injured man had been 
removed to the Government Civil 
Hospital. The cycle was in neu- 
tral, between second and third 
gear. . 
Replying to the Coroner, wit- 
ness Bald that on being sent for 
he proceeded straight to the scene 
of the accident without any de- 
lay.

The little planct Eros, whose 
record close appronch to the ‘earth 
is now attracting 80 much attention, 
is behaving in a most remarkable 
way. As at its last approach, in 
1900, it is -uhdergoing Jorge and 
rapid variations In brightness, 
But whereas in 1900 it doubled ith 
brightness and faded again in five 
hours, it now gocs through its yarl- 
ations twice in that period. 


Now, 80 great a-lght variation 
can only ‘mean one thing; that this 
‘little world, instend of having tho 
orthodox celestial shape that appro- 
ximates-to a nice, smooth billiard 
ball, is actually a gigantic cragy 
and precipitous boulder. As it

smooth surface that catches 


‘ sunlight and reflects It back to us, 


and sometimes the mouth of-a 
xreal chasm, one side of which is 
in deep shadow. 


Life On Eros. 


To explain fact that its light 
variations change from time to 
time, as between now and. 1900 it 
has been suggested that Eros docs 
not rotate regularly on its axis, 
but, soto ‘speak, just tumbles 
nround Sts orbit—rather like 1 


boulder bounding down a precipice. |: 


But the: explanation is wrong} 
whatever shape Eros’may have it 
must rotate regularly. . 


The real causc of the changing 
light variation is that when the 
-plunet is north of the carth it turns 
one hemisphere, towards" us, and 
when it [Is south of the earth it 
turns.the other hemisphere towards 
us. The irregularitica in the shape 


‘}of the two hemispheres are prob- 


ably quite different and hence the 
light reflected from them will vary 
in brightness differently according 
to. which hemisphere it presents. 


To live on Eros would be an 
amazing experience. Eros ts prob- 
ably foxs than 20 miles in diamter; 
but it would not be at all the same 
thing as living on a desert island 
of the same size, ai

“At the Round Tablo Conference 
to-day the Primo Minister presid- 
ed over a meoting of - the 
Minorities sob-committec, at which 
views, wore expressed on behalf 
of soveral of the smaller minority 
communities, including the Indian 
Chriatlans, with special roforence 
to the Catholle acction, — the 
Parsces, the Anglo-Indians and the 
European businoas community. 


Tho Committee then began con- 
aldoration of tho attitude of the 
largo minorities which will be 
continued to-morrow, 


A meeting of the Federal 
Structure Sub-Committee, under 
Lord Sankey, this afternoon dis- 
cusned the deaslrability. of resorv- 
ing spocial senta in tho legislature 
for representatives of cortain 
classes .with special: intercats. 
This waa followed by a gencral 
diacudsion as to the methods by 
which ropresentatives of the 
fedora! legislature should be 
chosen. 


Federal Legislature. 


In some quarters it was advocat- 
ed that the members of Upper 
House of Legislature should be 
chosen by the Provincial Legisla- 
tures and those of the lower by 
direct cloction. : 


In another quarter the view was 
expressed that direct election to 
both houses eheuld apply, — not- 
“withstanding dificultics in the 
way of ‘carry‘ny out an election. 


Anotherwiew waa that a definite 
opinion on thia point should be 
postponed until the powors and 
functions of the two housea and 
the relations of the Legislature to 
the Executive were decided. 


One of the British delegates 
suggested that the upper house 
should be a. Chamber representa- 
tive of the governments of the 
federal units and that the Jower 
should be representative of the 
provincial legislatures, The dis- 
cussion will continued on Friday.

Alongside is the State Prison, 
with accommodation for several 
thousand, with o private -passage- 
way. from tho prison to tho police 
record and registration department. 

Thus the authorities have facill- 
ties for preparing and keeping up 
to date tho thouannds of neat files 
of criminals, which fill miles of 


shelves In tho Record Departments |° 


of tho force. 

Under the one roof are tho police 
training colleges, departments of 
criminology, photography, research, 
chemical laboratories, wireless tele- 
graphic installations, registers of 
finger-prints and crim{na] re- 
cord and n wonderfully Interest- 
ing Black Museum—the relica of 
past crimes, a3 

All these departments are aynil- 
able to the Intornational Commis- 
sion and it was through the Vienna 
criminal register that the Inter- 
national Black List of known crim- 
inala came into being. . 

Arranged in order aro no fewer 
than’ 400,000 files and 200,000 
photographs. : 

Each file is’ prefaced with o de- 
tailed pen picture of the man, hia 
characteristics and mental and phy- 
sical state, the document being 


signed in the man’s own handwrit-[' | 


{ng and sealed with a black print 
of his fingers and thumbs. 


Forgers’ Art. 


Forgery, particularly of currency y 


notes, is a strong line of the inter- 
natlonal crook and several printing 
plants in Austria have beon seized 
by the authorities In efforts to pre- 
vent floods of spurious notes. 

Some of ‘the forgeries which I 
saw in the Black Museum are clever 
reproductions, British £5 and £10 
notes were among them. 2 

One of the best examples was an 
Austrian note drawn and coloured 
frechand by a boy of 14! 

Wireless pictures and messages, 
and-the frequent use of police acro- 
planes are making it more and more 
dificult for the International crook 
to flourish, and if international co- 
operation of police forces develops 
as the promoters of the scheme 
hope, the -days.of big coups will 
almost be at an ond.
